S.O. 440 (E):—Whereas clause (e) of sub-section 
(1) of section 30 of the Multi-State Co-operative 
Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984) provides that elections, 
if any, of the members of the board of every multi- 
State co-operative society, other than nominated 
members, shall beheld in the general meeting of its 
members in the prescribed manner: 

And whereas sub-rule (I) of rule 27 and rule 28 
of the Multi-State Cooperative Societies (Registra¬ 
tion, Membership, Direction and fvlanagen'cnt. Settle¬ 
ment of Disputes Appeal and Revision) Rules, 1985 
provide for the procedure for conduct of ejections 
in a multi-Statc co-operative society; 

And, whereas, bye-law No, 2 of Chapter HI of the 
Central Railway En^ployecs’ Co-operative Credit 
Society Limited, Bombay, a multi-statc co-operative 
society deemed to be registered under the Multi- 
State Co-operative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984), 
provides that the management of the society shall 
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vest in the Board of Directors consisting ol’ an cx- 
officio Chairman, who shall be the General Manager 
of the Central Railway, the Vice-Chairman, who slmll 
be nominated by the Chairman, three other diicctor;, 
who shall be nominated from the officers who arc 
^hi•.^eholde^s by the General Manager of thg Central 
Railway and sixteen members elected in aceordance 
with the bye-laws of the said society; 

And, whereas, the society considers it pscful the 
association of the General Manager of tjic Central 
Railway as its Chairman, the Vice-Chairman who ' 
shall be nominated by the Chairman and 3 other 
directors to be nominated by the General M’.mager 
of the Central Railway; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (2) of section 99 of the Multi-State 
Co-operative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984), the Cen¬ 
tral Government hereby exempts the Central Railway 
Employees’ Co-operative Credit Society Limited, 
Bombay from the provisions of clause (e) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 30 of the said Act and sub-rule 
(1) of rule 27 and rule 28 of the Multi-State Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies (Registration, Membership, Direction 
and Management, Settlement of Disputes Appeal 
and Revision) Rules. 1985 so as to enable the said 
society to conduct the elections of the members'of the 
Board by ballot in the manner laid down in the bye¬ 
laws .md also to enable the said society to continue 
the existing procedure of having the General Matiuger 
of the Central Railway as ex-officio Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman nominated by the Chairman and three 
other directors to be nominated by the Gcncial 
Manager of the Central Railway. 
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
